We publish the bill in rela- 
tion % the Agricultural Society's 
debt, In the copy sent to us there 
was evidently an error which should 
be corrected, Section 6 allows a tax 
of 5 per cent. upon the property of 
this county.

lose it. There ie uo one thing that 
benefits Reno so much as it, and it 
can be handled as well by the county 
as by the Society, if the right men are 
at the head of it.

I 
wish, for the sake of fair play aad im 
justice to the citizens of Bidwell who, 
without exception, approve my course, 
to have my side of the story heard;

On Jan. 25 Jose Domingoes,; à poor, 
ignorant, timid Mexican, a resident of 
Coleman valley,Roop couoty, Nevada, 
who keeps chere a small band of cattle 
and horses, was arrested at this place, 
brought before Judge Sander’s Court, 
charged by one E. W. Crutcher with 
having stolen a horse from his range. 
(Stealing of unbranded horses and 
cattle is a universal and,generally con- 
sidered, legitimate practice among 
stock men of the Pacific States and 
Territories.) Mr. Crateher produced 
all his evidence, and his counsel find- 
ing that there was not enough to con- 
vict, generously allowed counsel for 
defence to make a motion for dismis- 
sal on the above grounds, Domingoes, 
in the meantime, having been bull- 
dosed into surrendering the horse and 
paying costs. As soon as Orutcher 
could get into Nevada, he swore out 
another warrant against Domingoes, 
on the same grounds. Crutcher had 
boasted that he “would send him (D.) 
to State Prison if it took a thousand 
dollars.” This second warrant was 
given to Chamberlain to serve, and 
then followed the farce in which this 
sagebrush lion played so valiant a part. 
He says in his version that, “having 
traveled 200 miles in pursuit, I deem- 
ed it best to get my man, even though 
he was over the line.” It is a known 
fact that Domingoes had not been out 
of Bidwell since his discharge, aud 
had this highly-efficient officer of the 
law been more familiar with the ge- 
ography of his own State, he would 
know that Bidwell was out of the 
jurisdiction of the law of Nevada, 
and had he not been ignorant of the 
laws he had sworn te uphold, he 
would have provided himself with the 
requisition necessary to take a man 
from another State, before starting on 
his ‘200-mile pursuit.”
